T ts more out of a Prevalent Regard 
| to Cuſiom in this kind, than any 
Conſctouſneſs I am under, of the real

To ſay nothing of the whole Contextare 
md Evenneſs of the Stile, ſo fully exs- 
meſſtve of his \!md that wrote them, 
(which was ſo peculiar to himſelf, and
